LESSON VII.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR AUG. 14, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xx, 1-16. 
Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden Text, 
Matt. xix, 30—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This parable of the laborers is 
only in Matthew and has its 
own special significance, as we may 
judge from its being found only here 
ana trom its Couieri. May tue Lora, 
ethe Spirit open our eyes to see and 
our hearts tu receive Mis message fur 
us. The last verse oi chapter xIx, 
with the last verse of this lesson (16), 
cannot but suggest a vital connection 
between the two. It is a record of 
service and reward, but there can be 
no service until there is sa.vation, for 
they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God, and those who are un- 
saved are said to be in the flesh and 
not in the Spirit (Rom. vii, 7-9). 
Israel could not seive the Lord till 
they were redeemed trom Egypt; 
therefore the Lora’s message to 
Pharaoh was, “Let my son go, that 
he may serve me” (Ex. iv, 22, 23). 
There is no use talking of Going until 
we have been born from above and 
have thus become caildren of God and 
heirs of the kingdom, but then we aie 
expected to be laborers, and who can 
estimate the honor of being ‘laborers 
with God?" (I Cor, iti, 9). 

The redemption is His; the vineyard 
is His. He redeems us freely by His 
grace, calls us to labor with Him, ap- 
points our service, gives the strength 
and wisdom for it, works al our 
works in us and then rewa:ds us 
abundantly for allowing Him to use 
us. What marve.lous grace from be- 
ginning to end! ‘Truly He is tue God 
His g.ace is exceeding 
abundant, and He is able to make all 
grace abound to every good work (1 
Pet. v, 10; 1 Tim. i, 14; Il Cor. ix, 8). 
In Isa. v. 7, we read that the vine- 
yard of the Lord of hosts is the house 


of Isracl and the ien of Judah His 
pleasant plant, and He asks, What 
could have been done more to my 


vineyard that I have not done in it, 
wherefore b.ought it forth wild grass? 
This parable has doubtless a primary 
reference to Israel, but there is a 
message for all believ The field is 
the world. Are we laborers in it, or 
are we idiers all the day in the mar- 


ket place or elsewhere? Do we ty 
to excuse ourselves with the words, 
“No man hath hired me?’ Let us 
recall that elsewhere it is writt n, 


“He gave authority to His servants 


and to every man his work’? (Mark 
xiii, 34), and again tuat “He called 
His ten servants and delivered them 


ten pounds and sail unto them, Occu- 
py till I come’? (Luke xix, 13). It 
cannot be that there are any for whom 
He has no work, but we must remem. 
ber that He giveth to every one sev- 
erally as He vill (I Cor. xii, 11), not 
as we will, We are not quite right 
with Him until we have le: ried to 
look into His face and say, “For any 
manner of service wholly at Thy com- 
mandment.”” “Thy servants are ready 
to do whatsoever my Lord the King 
shall appoint’ (1 Chron. xxviii, 21; IT

| Valued Above Every Other Advertise 
ment by British Tradesmen. 


Naturally enough, the British 
tradesman values no advertisement 
more than the royal warrant which 
allows him to place the royal arms 
over his place of business and de- 
scribe wimself as “p rvevor by ap- 
pointment to His Majesty the King.” 

Each tradesman who has the royal 
custom must send in his bill at the 
end of tne month. It is compared 
with his ledger accoun® kept at Marl- 
borough House, and if correct is paid 
in the first week of the month. No 
discount is asked on any of the royal 
accounts; a tradesman who receives 
the roval custom is informed that he 
must supply gooda at the lowest rea- 
sonable prices, and there is never 
any attempt at bargaining by the 
official of the royal household. If a 
tradesman is thought to be muking 
extortionate charges he simply loses 
the royal custom. 

Coal is supplied to Marlborough 
House by contract, the contract be- 
ing made for three years and the con- 
tractors paid in equal half yearly 
payments. Window cleaning. carpet 
cleaning and chimney sweeping are 
all done by contract, and the glass 
frames of large pictures 
clean by contract. 

Servants’ wages are paid monthly, 
the upper servants being paid by 
check sent to each from the treasur- 
er's department. The King’s accounts 
for clothes, cigars, theatres, news- 
papers, books and other personal 
articles are sent to his secretary, not 
the treasurer, and are also paid 
monthly. King George always likes 
to see these accounts before they are 
paid and it was once a rule that ‘hey 
should be initialled by him before 
they were discharged.

BEEF AND DAIRY TYPES 

Prof. W. B. Richards, of the North, 
Dakota Agricultural coll ge, speaks 
interestingly relative to types of lcef 
and dairy cattle. 

“Many farmers continue to raise 
cattle for market for beef purposes 
from stock that do not possess any 
blood of the beef breed, and conse- 
quently they lack what is known as 
the beef type. It is impossible to 
produce beef economically from cattle 
of the dairy type, or even from cattle 
that possess any considerable amount 
of this blood. To produce an animal 
of beef type it is necessary to use the 
beef breeds of cttle, such as the 
Shorthorns, Herefords, Aberdeen- 
Angus and Galloways. Cattle of this 
breeding put on flesh very much more 
rapidly and of a better quality. 

A beef animal could be described 
in a general way as a low down com- 
pact blocky animal. He must have a 
short blocky head, a wide breast, a 
deep wide chest, a broad neck, a good 
spring of ribs, heavy full thighs. He 
must have a pliable mellow skin, for 
this quality indicates a good fleshing 
tendency 

The points that a cow should pos- 
sess if adapted to economical milk 
production are quite the opposite 
from what is seen in the beef animal 
The dairy cow yossesses a long face, 
thin slender neck, a sharp projecting 
shoulder. She is not very wide in 
the chest, but her capacity of chest is 
due to her depth which is greater in 
proportion to her size than you will 
find in the beef animal. She posses- 
ses large barrels which indicates a 
good capacity for d gesting her food

Her depth here should exceed her 
depth in any other portion of the 
body. A dairy cow should have a 
good width at the hips. Her thighs 
should be lean and free from muscl- 
ing. She should be open between her 
thighs. 

Much attention should be given the | 
udder of the dairy cow—a large udder 
does not indicate that it is a good one 
They are often very fleshy; a good 
udder should be elastic and pliable, 
and shows many folds when milked 
out. The teats should be placed equal 
distances apart and which is generally 
always the case if the udder is sym- 
metrical and well proportioned. Large 
milk veins are good indications, the 
more winding and branching they are 
the better the indication. The veins 
do not carry milk, as many think, 
but carry the blood from the udder 
to the body, and the more blood that 
passes through the udder the more 
milk there is produced b-cause the 
milk is produced from the blood. 

A good dairy cow possesses rather 
thin pliable elastic skin. <A course, 
harsh handling skin is a poor indi- 
eation. When cows these 
qualities of skin théy are rarely good 
producers of milk.

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Census of Forest Products 

The census of the forest products of 
Canada, to be taken on Ist June, 1911, 
will embrace square, waney or flat 
timber. logs for lumber and miscel- 
laneous products. 

In the first class are included ash, 
birch, elm, maple, ouk, pine and all 
other timber cut as square, Waney or 
flat, and in the enumeration will be 
reported for cubie feet and value, 

Logs for lumber, whica are includ- 
ed in the second class, are in such 
woods as elm, hickory, hemlock, oak, 
pine and spruce. They will be enum. 
erated in the census by quantities of 
1,000 feet board measure, with value 
in the same unit. 

Misceilaneous products of the forest 
include bark for tanning, fence po-ts, 
firewood, hoop and hop 10 es, masts 
and spars, piling, pot and pearl ashes 
railroad ties, staves, stave-bolts and 
heading, telegraph poles (including 
telephone and other poles for electric 
wires), wood pulp, and the furs, and 
skins of forest animals undressed, 
and they will be enumerated by num- 
ber or quantity and value. 

The census of for st p olucts will 
be taken chiefly from farmers and the 
lessees of timber limits.

EARL GREY AT HUDSON BAY. 


Mis Excellency Is In Search of Orig- 
inal Material About Canada. 


Far] Grey will be the first Governor. 
General of Canada who ever saw Hud- 
son Bay—if he succeeds in carrying 
out the expedition which has been 
planned for this summer's diversion 
of His Excellency. He will see the 
last north in middle Canada at first 
hand—when he starts from Norway 
House above Lake Winnipeg on his 
eanoe journey down the historie 
Hayes River to the Bay; following 
the route of the old York boats but 
exploring the land which at present 
is very much alive with activities con- 
nected with the Hudson Bay Railway. 
This is to be a close trip; no press 
correspondents permtted; in which re- 
spect it much differs from the western 
trip of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. The Gov- 
ernor-General is determined to see as 
much as possible of the hinterland of 
Canada at first hand. Last summer he 
visited the Yukon, where he sueceed- 
ed in getting lost. The journey to 
Hudson Bay will give him material 
for a large number of good speeches 
concerning the development and des- 
tiny of Canada. He is to receive much 
the same feudal greetings from la- 
dians and halfbreeds as Lord Lorne 
got in 1881 when he toured the un- 
railroaded west in a buckboard. Nor- 
way House will have a pow-wow. At 
Fort Churchill and York Factory the 
lonesome natives will turn out in all 
the splendor of historic regalia to 
receive His Excellency. 

The trip will commence in August; 
about which time a party of maga- 
zine writers and some newspaper men 
will go on a journey of re-discovery 


up to the Peace River. This outing 
is being somewhat arranged by Mr 
J. K. Cornwall, who has a line of 
steamboats plying on the northern 


rivers 


R.C.A.'s Address to the King. 

The address of condolence forward- 
ed to the King frorn the Royal Cana- 
dian Academy of Art is another of the 
masterpieces of decoration from the 
brush of A. H. Howard, R.C.A., which 
has been much admired by the few 
who were fortunate enough to have a 
glimpse of it before its despatch to 


England 
The address is in book form, bound 
in a special morocco, its few leaves 


consisti of vellum; in place of the 
black and silver scheme so often used 
in works of a mourning nature, Mr. 
Howard has used all the colors neces- 
sary in the symbols used, but has 
subdued them to conform with a gen- 
eral deep rich tone of purple, outlined 
and brightened with black and gold. 
One page pictures a centre piece of 
the Royal Arms with the Tudor rose; 
a knotted border typifing the union 
of the colonies, whilst a galleon at 
the bottom is symbolic of the dom- 
inions across the seas, The other 
pages are treated with the separate 
arms of the provinces of Canada 
With so many recent productions of 
a similar nature it is remarkable what 
a freshness of design and beauty the 
artist was able to put into this ad- 
dress, and the favorable comment that 
has come from the few who have 
seen it makes one wish there could 
be some means of exhibiting these 
works of art so that they might be 
more widely appreciated by the pub- 
lic. This is seldom possible, how- 
ever, for the very nature of the work 
usually demands that it be shipped 
off immediately to its destination. 


A Promising Field.

Almost every day we hear from} 
|farmers of the district who have 
good crops to harvest. Messrs | 
Max and Johnston sent us in the 
| other day a sample of oats over five | 
feet high. An index of the crop | 
conditions of the district is to be | 
found in the trade done by the local 
stores, which depend almost entire- 
ly on the agricultural community. 
These report that there is little or no | 
falling off from the trade done earl- 
ier in the season, and in one case it 
was stated that last Saturday was 
the busiest day in their history. 
} In the case of oats the figures 
| given in the official price list pub- 
| lished in this paper are apt to be 
rather misleading, as the elevators | 
are offering 50 cents and in some | 
cases more. This is due to the} 
large demand on the part of con- 
tractors on the new railroads north 
of here. As there have been a very 
large amount of last year’s oats 
still in this district, these being held 
owing to the low prices offered last 
year. This has meant a large 
amount of income to those fortunate 
and wise enough to hold their oats 
last year. 

The weather conditions this year, 
while they have hit some of the 
farmers rather heavily financially, 
are stated by many to be a blessing 
in disguise, for the necessity of care- 
ful farming has been brought home, 
and the value of irrigation proved. 
Many farmers are also preparing to 
embark more extensively in dairy 
farming, In connection with dairy 
farming, Professor Elliot informs us 
that a tarmer in the district is pre- 
pared to supply dairy cows trom 
High River at $40 per head deliver- 
ed at Strathmore. The farmers 
are at present taking great interest 
in the Demonstration Farm, and 
Professor Elliot informed us that 
last week he took count of them, 
and that the agricultural visitors 
totalled 61. 

Many of the farmers are at pres-

The Kubanka is a very heavy 
headed wheat with heads four inches 
long and completely _ filled. It 
stands five feet high and indicates a 
fine crop. 

All of the above wheat crops were 
irrigated once and are excellent in 
appearance.

The rape also shows up worder- 
fully under irrigation, The stand is 
from 1 to 2 feet high, and from a 
piece less than an acre in size, 
fourteen mature hogs and eight 
small weaned pigs have been re- 
ceiving almost their entire food 
supply for over a month, the addi- 
tional foods being a limited quan- 
tity of skim milk night and morn- 
ing.

Canadian Missionary Tells of Habits 
of the Kachins. 

| Full of interest is the story of a 

Canadian missionary’s work ameng 

the Nat worshippers of Burma as told 

| by Rev. F. J. Ingram of Brockville, 


| Ont., who is returning to Canada by 
| way of London, after seven years 
spent among the Kachins, a warlike | 


near the Chinese fron- 
' tier, says Alex. Pringle, writing from 
London to The Toronto World. This 
race has no written language; the 
people are very poor and according to 
their belief are afflicted by evil spirits 
The reasons they give for this trinity 
of misfortunes are very amusing. 

Nat (spirit) worship forms the total 
sum of a Kachin’s life and this bad 
luck race attribute every unfortunate 
happening to the baneful influence of 
the spirit. When a misfortune small 
or great happens to a Kachin it is to 
him a sign that the Nats are displeas- 
ed with him and that sacrifice is ne- 
cessarv to avert further disaster. He 
immediately goes to a priest who de- 
cides what must be done to appease 
the wrathful rit. The propitiation 
usually is the sacrifice of a bullock or 
buffalo. The animal is sacrificed and 
after a weird ceremony is carved un; 
the priest takes the best portions dis- 
tributing to the people what remains, 

Teeching a new religion to people 
like these must be very difficult. It 
is hard for most of us to divorce our- 
selves from early training and conse- 
quent nrejudices and to adjust our 
minds in a fair attitude to new condi- 
tions. And the inability to adapt 
themselves to a new teaching is made 
more diffieult to the Kachins by rea- 
son of the leneth of tenure of their 
old belief. and the hard task of a 
missionary can be well understood 
when the reasons which the Kachins 
give for the present unfortunate con- 
dition of the race, are related. The 
tradition is this: 

When the creation of the world was 
finished the Great Creator summoned 
the four races to appear before him. 
| The Kachins, Shans, Chinese and Bur- 
mans answered the summons and the 
chief of each race received a book of 
laws which contained their Janguace 
and a solution to every possible prob- 
lem of life. The book was written on 
leather 

The tribes disnersed. On the way 
home the Kachins grew very hunery
